4. The Legidative Services Divison will contract for services related to the preparation and production of
the bill summaries for those bills introduced prior to the tranamittal deadline.

5. There would be 1200 hills introduced prior to the 45" legidative day. Contract services would be

required for approximately three months, and contract provisions would require a 24-hour turnaround

period.

Each bill summary would require one hour of contracted service time to complete.

Contracted services, including al operationa costs incurred producing the bill summaries, could be

obtained at a cost of $60 per hour.
